715 to be completed 


in December

The extensive resurfacing, 
widening апа bridge replace- 
ment project on SR 715 from 
Pahokee to SR 80 in Belle 
Glade, which began in March, 
will be completed on schedule 
by June. Certain portions of the 
project. most, notably the con- 
struction of the new bridge on 
the Hillsborough Canal at Cho- 
sen has been pushed back from 


-October to mid-December. 


According to Frederick R. Har- 
ris project engineer Wayne 
Fuller, the bridge, which was’ 
closed March 8 and scheduled 
to be reopened in October, has 
been delayed by several unfortu- 
nate occurrences, but is expect- 
ed to be finished in mid-Decem- 
ber. \ 

"On a project of ів дата there 
are сегіаіп stages of -construc- 
tion,” Мг. Fuller said, noting that 


“ the Chosen bridge~project is. 


only a small part of the larger 
FDOT resurfacing project. 

“Completion of the bridge has 
been delayed by several unfore- 
Seen occurrences, Mr. Fuller 
said. The company unexpected- 
ly encountered a sanitary sewer 
force main, which was diverted 
down the canal slope on the 
canal bank, rather than trench- 
ing the road when it was 
installed in 1986. Neither the 
City of Belle Glade, or Ranger 
Construction, which is the con- 
tractor for the entire project, 
were aware that the line "had 
been installed at the wrong loca- 
- Чоп. Mr. Fuller said the subcon- 
tractor, Freedom Pipeline Co. of 
Ft. Lauderdale, moved to com- 
` plete work at the bridge at 
Rardin Park outside Pahokee 
while the city arranged: for the. 
sewer main to be relocated. The 


Rardin Park bridge will be 
removed and replaced by a cul- 
vert. and a temporary detour 
must be constructed.around the 
bridge to allow traffic to use the 
road while the bridge is being 
removed, Mr. Fuller said: 

The Chosen bridge project was 
further delayed while muck was 
removed-from the north side of 
the bridge and hard rock was 
punched to allow pilings to be 
driven. Further complicating 
matters, the contractor erred in 
placing a couple of the pilings 
and the company із waiting for 
the bridge to be redesigned 
before completing the pile driv- 
ing, Mr. Fuller said. 

"Fortunately, it doesn't look 
like they'll have to pull any pil- 
ings." Mr. Fuller sald. 

The subcontractor building the 
bridge has one more row of 
ings to drive and must install 
several concrete caps. After the 
concrete 18 poured, a certain 
amount of time is required to 
allow the concrete to cure before 
equipment or heavy weight can 
be placed on It, Mr. Fuller said. 
"When you add'all the,time ele- 
ments together; there-Has been a 
delay. I know a lot of people are 
upset about the delays. The con- 
tractor expects the Chosen 
Bridge to be finished by the end 

-of November.. but I estimate it 
may be mid-December.” 

The improvements on SR 715 
actually comprise four different 
FDOT projects, Mr.: Fuller said. , 
The Chosen bridge replacement 
project, and the route ba of

Within the Pahokee 
city limits, the scope of work 
includes adding sidewalks on 
the south side of the city from 
where-the'sidewalk currently 
ends (by Dry Orduna' 8 office) 
and extending them approxi- 
mately 1/2 mile, to the city lim- 
its at the bridge. The sídewalk 
will be оп the west side of the 
road until just before 14th 
Street, then will cross over and 
be.extended behind the. royal 
palms on the east side of the 
street. The bike lane will be a 
striped area that extends the 
length of the roadway in both 
directions. 

According to Mr. Schenck, 
plans call for the five median 
cuts to incorporate plantings 
and brickwork to make them 
attractive.

` on Patrol (COPs) program and 
hopes to expand that to include 


a Neighborhood Watch pro- 
gram. The department is зроп- 
soring its own football team 
this year, and hopes to begin an 
Explorers Program, through 
the Boy Scouts of America, to 
provide more activities for local 
youth. The Lieutenant also 
hopes to secure $6,000 in 
donations to enable the depart- 
ment to purchase two automat- 
їс defibrillators, manned by 
shift supervisors, to assist car- 
diac patients because officers 
are often the first to respond to 
emergency calls.

The mechanism was reportedly 
locked Sept. 22 when the rall- 
road workers last used the 
track. 

“A train went by on Sept. 22 
with no problems and there 
were no trains Saturday and 
Sunday,” the detective said. 

So far, the motive for tam- 
pering with the mechanism is 
unclear. Some theorize that the 
accident might have been 
prompted in retaliation for U.S. 


Sugar's decision to lay off 327 
employees last month. Others 
suspect it could be an act 
against the railroad itself or a 
simple act of vandalism. 
“There's a lot of speculation. 
But there's no evidence at this 
time thatiit was related to the 
layoffs at U.S. Sugar,” Detective 
Lapaglia said.

With the start of the new fiscal 
year on Oct. 1, U.S. farmers and 
ranchers are now facing a fourth 
year of severely depressed com- 
modity price$ and without the 
record level of assistance the gov- 
ernment provided in 2000, farm 
income would be roughly half of 


what it is now, according to 
Agriculture Secretary Dan 


7 Glickman. 


"Ive no doubt that without the 
government, tens of thousands of 

farmers would have been 
forced out of business,” ` Mr. 
Glickman said. “There would 
have been chaos in American 
farming." 

Secretary Glickman said the 
government gave producers $28 
billion in fiscal 2000, but that ñg- 
ure includes two years’ worth оГ 
supplemental income agsistance 
totaling $11 billion. Federal aid to 
farmers in 1996 reached $7.8 bil- 
lion and was $16.6 billion last 


According to the secretary, the 
government assistance amounts 
to only about 10 percent of a grow- 
er's gross income, but 42 percent 
of what a farmer nets after expens- 
ез. 

Mr. Glickman attributed the 
increased need for assistance to 
high global crop production which 
brought prices down, as well as 
weather-related disasters like 
drought in “the South and 
Southwest, Western wildfires and 
flooding in the Northern Plains. 

He also called for a new farm 
policy because the 1996 farm bill 
does not offer enough assistance 
when commodity prices take a 
nosedive. He said he has pro- 
posed a new policy that would 
take farm income fluctuations 
Into consideration. 

“I remain concerned that the 
1996 farm bill has left our farm- 
ers without an adequate safety net 
in tough times,” Mr. Glickman 
sald. “This year, Congress and the 
administration worked together 
to stre: crop insurance, an 
increasingly important tool for 
Tarmers forced to contend with 
often difficult conditions beyond 
their ‘control. We alsa worked 
together to provide significant 
additional emergency assistance. 
We need to do more."
